Qualifications 


An elector must also be at 
least 25 years old and must be 
able to read and write either 
Chinese ‘or English. Other quali- 
fications are that an elector, who 
1s u British subject or a Britlsh 
protected person of whatever 
race, must have been a resident 
in the Colony for at least 12 
months since reaching the age of 
23. : z 

Other persons, entltled to vote 
must have deen resident here for 
at Ieast slx years during tho 10 
years immediately preceding the 
application for registration as 
electors. - 

Any period of absence from the 
Colony during 1942, 1943, 1944 
and 1945 shall be reckoned os a 
period of residence here if an 
elector can show that he was re- 
sident here for a total period of 
twq years during J938 and 1941 
an for three years since August 

The property qualifications for 
u constituency shall be the awner- 
tp of a tenemeit within the 
constituency (nusmised for rates 
to on amount of not less than 
HK$200 a year) for a period of 
2 months. {immediately before 
applicntion for registration.

Regarding’ nominated members 
of the Council, -every candidate 
for tho office of counctllor must 
be nominated by two registered 
electors. No persons shall at any 
election sign more than one 
nomination paper. - 

The Mayor shall be clected 
annually from among the Council 
Members. The Council will have 
power to appoint a Municipal 
Secretary who must be at least 
55 years old when appointed. 

The Municlpal Council Bill 
consists of 14 parts as follows:— 

The Ordinance deals’-with the 
establishment and constitution of 
on Municipal Council. It provides 
that the Council shall be a bady 
corporate having perpetual suc- 
cession and a common seal, and 
empowers the Council to aequire 
property movable and immovable. 
Clause 4 deliminates the Munici- 
Pality which is declared to com- 
prise the islands of Hong Kong 
and Aplichau, Stonecutters Is- 
Jand, Kowloon and New. Kowloon. 

The composition of. the Council 
is declared by Clause 5 to be 30 
members, of whom 20 (10 Chin- 
ese and 10 non-Chinese) shall be 
elected and 10 nominated. Clause 
@ and 7%, respectivaly, provide for 
the manner of nomination end 
election of such members. Clauses 
& and 9 provide for the annual 
electlon of a member of the 
the Council to be Mayor, and 
Clause 10 empowers the Counrit 
to appolnt from its membership 
a Deputy Mayor.

-A 19-year-old British stu- 
dent, Ewan Cameron, ended 
his water-borne _ non-violen! 
equatting on the Brussels Ship 
Canal today after the Belgian 
authoritics-released from im- 
prisonment a Swede, Anders 
Clarin, who advocates a world 
federal government and does 
not believe in passports. 

Anders Clarin flew from Brus- 
sels to London on May 17 and 
tore up his Swedish passport 
over the Channel. He tricd to 
lund at Northolt, London, ns a 
world citizen but the British 
authorities sent him back to 
Brussels in the next available 
aircrafts * . 

The Belgian police. met him 
and promptly put him in Brus- 
sels Prison. Cameron, who Is also 
an advocate of world federalism, 
undertock a novel form of pro- 
test. = 

He kept paddling in a rubber 
dinghy in the Ship Canal con- 
tinuously for over 45 hours_ in 
the shadow of the Brussels Pri- 
son. 

Brussels police, acting on the 
orders of the Burgomaster of 
Brussels, waited on onc side of 
the Canal to arrest Cameron but 
he kept to the Molembeck side 
or the Canal where he was safe, 
because the Brussels police 
could not cross the bridge into 
the adjoining borough. 

The Burgomaster of Molem- 
beck, himself a member of the 
World Federalist Union, would 


not order Cameron's arrest— 
Reuter. 


Radio Ghost 
Voice: In 


New Zealand 


Wellington, June 3.. 

Police, aviation and radio 
detection jofficers, despite an 
exhaustive hunt, have failed to 
track down New Zealand's 
radio ghost voice which has 
been disrupting airline traffic by 
fake messages. 

Mr. Frederick Jones, the Minis- 
ter In charge of Civ!l Aviation, 
announced earlier today that a 
pirate radio operator using an 
unauthorised ‘transmitter had 
been trying to disrupt air traffic 
by pretending to be transmitting 
from the control tower of Para- 
paramu, Wellington’s main acro- 
drome, or from other airficlds. 

Further false messages were 
broadcast today but the investi- 
gators were unable — to pinpoint 
the source, 

Meanwhile, the authorities have 
decided to continue to restrict all 
plones using Paraparamu to visual 
flying rules, and so obviate tie 
need for radio Instruction— 
Reuter.

“The Canndinn © buyer. whether 
of consumer goods or engineering 
products, hos high standards. 
Able to buy his goods from both 
Canadian and United States pro- 
ducers, he Is discriminating and 
particular to a degree, — 

“We have to go out there ana 
find out exactly what the parti- 
cular buyer requires-.....- but, 
above ail, we need, especinily in 
these days of a buyers’ «market 
and falling prices, to bo able tu 
sell at a competitive price, 

“tt means, first, that we have 
ta produce our woods at the 
lowest possible cost, with the 
most efficient methods of produc: 
tion—perhaps requiring new and 
up-to-date machinery, new 
methods of lay-out and = re- 
deployment of manpower—and it 
means very often selling moro 
keenly and accepting a lower 
profit than could be got In othe: 
markets.” . 


Increased Exports 
Increatéd exports to Canada 
and the United States must be 
- a No. 1 national priority this 
year and In the years ahead. 

Mr. Wilson said. Although Bri- 

tain was exporting to Canada 

at a rate of more than £70 
million a year, there was stiff! 

a gap of about £120 million 

to be bridged. 

The rest was paid for today by 
drawings on the Canadian loan 
and by off-shore dollars _ made 
available by the United States 06 
part of the European Recovery 
Programme, “But this cannot 
last,” Mr. Wilson said. 

“Unless we can make good the 
gap by increased dollar earnings, 
we shall find ourselves not only 
unable to think of buying ad-~ 
ditional goods from Canada but 
unable te go on buying even at 
the present rate. - 

“what that would = mean in 
terms of food rations and short- 
age of raw materials~ for malt 
talning full employment I-do not 
need to tell you. Some additional 
edrnings may come, I hope. They 
witl come from increases in sales 
from other Commonwealth coun- 
(ries, whom we shall pay by our 
exports to them, and some from 
various shipping and financiat 
services, and the showing of 
more British films in Canada.. 

“But the main effort must 
come in increasing the exports 
of, goods from ‘this country to 
Canada.” 

Mr, Wilson said that he had 
found right across Canada the 
greatest goodwill towards Britain 
and the greatest possible desire 
to buy British goods.—Reuter.

Cyprus forests have been 
saved from destruction. The 
conversion of wood-burning 
installations to of] and the ‘re- 
nunciation of the age-old 
rights of gont grazers have 
saved Cyprus's precious trees. 

In 10 years, the consumption 
of wood hus dropped from the 
datigerous total of 220,350 tons a 
year to 538A20 tons, and the 
Forestry inistration is. now 
rapidly replanting this « island 
which, centuries ago, was richly 
covered with woods, 

Re-forestation js one of the 
major factors in the fight against 
corrosion and) many fired and 
grazed out areas are now green 


‘with young trees, 


’ The greatest single menace to 
forestry development in Cyprus 
was the right, enjoyed for cen- 
turies, of grazing 'goats in .the 
State foresta, A dramatic chango| 
in’ the situation took place in 
1935 when the Abbot and monks 
of the powerful fKykko Monns- 
their grazing 
rights in exchange for cash com> 
pensation. - Thelr. example was 
followed . by many others. , i 
“For. many ‘yeors, ‘the’ goat- 
herds’ .dallberately started flres. 
to Induce the growth of low bush 
for gont fodder. Now, many of 
those men are forestry workers 
oe fight fires instead of starting 
em. 


Many more have left the 
forests where they tended thelr 
flock, and are now resettled in 
pericultural land far from their 
former forest homes. 

The compulsory {installation of 
oll burners dramatically reduced 
the quantity of wood consumed 
cach year and totally eradicated 
the bands’ of professional thieves 
who, for 20 years, hand plundered 
the State forests In thelr search 
for fuel,

Like 50 many other intangible mat- 
ters, the enjoyment of music.is a 
matter which 4s pecullarly the lls- 
tener's own affair. I¢ is [mpossible 
to say that. given such and such an 
orchestra laying at such and such o 
hall, the ‘scorn ng listener wilt enjoy 
tho resulting music, Many factors—both 
mebulous and psychological — may 
cperato to disprove or confound even 
the most {deal Ustening conditlons. 


Atmosphere, o vague cnough attri- 
bute if you like, {s certainly one fac- 
tor whicn willy-nilly contributes much 
tothe enjoyment of music. It way 
atmosphero which to such great extent 
used to‘ set its own personal seal on 
the Promenade Concerto at Quecn’s 
Hal}, That dear old auditorluns is no 
more. A heap of blackened rubble 
bears mute tribute to the ravages of 
the invading Hun. 


Those who ever went to the Queen's 
Hati Proms, however, cannot but agree 
with us surely when I say that the 
atmosphere of these Proms was some- 
‘thing quite unique.

So far the atmosphere and know- 
ledge have been suczested as two es- 
sential attributes to the complete en-

o third requisite, equally as important 
(if not more so) than these two. This 
is the mood or temperament—call it 
what you will—of the listener. This 
is such an Indefinable quality os to 
defy description, but a {ts importance 
I om completely assured. It seoms to 
me that to go to a Concert, Hall, one 
should be able, once. there, to shut 
off ald extraneous thoughts and to de- 
vote one’s attentlon completly to 
the music. If ‘such concentration {s 
lacking, or if it is distracted by {r- 
relevant matters, then the enjoyment 
of the music wilk be so much the less, 


It is, I agree, very difficult always 
to achieve this {dealist . abstraction 
especially nowadays when peace and 

security _secm to be such unattainable 
goals, But, 0 one the other hand, music 
con bo a palilative, a romedy, to such 
disturbances.: It can soothe or excite, 
according to its.-mood. and. to.its reac- 
tion om tho indlviduat listener, If, 
therefore, music can so provide | such 
a temporary distraction, surely It.is lm.

The origins of the Union 
Church, Hong Korg, go back to 
the founding of the Colony itself 
on in 1842 a. number.of tho early 
stttlers here ‘realised the nocd 
for a pince of worshIp and fellow- 
ship. .From hurhble  gatiterings 
of Christlm folk, the Union 
Church grew, to provide a centre 
for worship and religious felinw~ 
ship according to the Protestant 
‘order for the peaple of Hong 
Kong. 

During the century of its sub- 
sequtht existence it has served 
a very real need, pattlculariy for 
Free Church residents and to 
many it has been a place where 
they have found peace and 
where they renewed and strength- 
ened their faith int God and in 
man. 

During the occupation of Hong 
Kong, Union Church was com- 
pictely destroyed and lay, on re- 
occupatlog of the Colony, a heap 
of rubble on its former site. 
This was the only Protestant 
Church to have its bulldings en- 
tirely destroyed as a result of 
the Japanese occupation of thd 
Cotony. 

The Sunday morning services 
weie restarted in October 1946. 
in the Officers’ Mess of the (ther) 
Volunteer Hendquarters. Later 
in June 1947, the services were 
held, a fow yards away, in the 
Garrison Schoot and subsequent- 
ly, from the end of 1948 onwards, 
the meeting place’ has © been 
Queen's College, in Kennedy 
Road, 

The present Minister, thé 
Roverend Mr. G. M. Stevenson, 
arrived here to take up hie 
charge in November of test 
year, having béen Guperintend:

The long-awaited Municipal 
Council ordinance, based on 
Sir Mark Young’s proposals, 
was published in Hong Kong 
yesterday for general in- 
formation. It was obvious 
that these proposals had to be 
laid before the Colony’s 
citizens, but it is unlikely that 
they will contribute anything 
towards reconciling the pre- 
sent acute division of opinion 
on the subject of government 
reform. In fact, cynies are not 
lacking who say that the ap- 
parent conflict between this 
and the Morse-Landale plan 
was consciously fomented so 
that the status quo could be 
maintained. 

However, one may expect 
most of the interested popula- 
tion to study keenly the Muni- 
cipal Council plans this week- 
end, if for no other purpose 
than to attack them.

A theory Is gaining ground to 
the. effect that heavy bombers 
are today so expensive that we 
should leave all long-range 
strategic bombing to the 
Americans, and ourselves should 
concentrate on home-defence.

Westorn Ministers Stend 


In previous meetings of the 
Council the Western Ministers 
have maintained their stand on 
the majority voting principle ta 
secure smooth-running govern- 
ment. 

But Mr. Bevin for Britain has 
suggested thot the Ministers 
should list items which might re- 
quire a unanimous vote oud 
those which could be settled by 
majority voting. 

Pravicun experience of %e-, 
crat seations of the Forelgn 
Ministers suggests that the 
close secrecy preserved today 
should be interpreted ae a good 
sign. 

In earlier meetings observers 
have detected a tendency to- 
wards leakages only when scerat 
sessions were approaching dead- 
locks or on the verge of final 
agreement, 

Judged by this standard, to- 
day's blackout can be taken as an 
indfeation that real negotiations 
heave started but have not ap- 
proached a decisive point. 

It is officially stated that to- 
morrow’s meeting will continue 
the discussion on the Berlin pro- 
posals. 

It is telleved that only the 
problems of administration and 
control were touched upon today 
and that questions of currency, 
tratfic and trade, atl of which are 
under negotiation today in Berlla 
by experts of the Four Powers, 
still remain for discussion, 

Commandants Meet 
Meanwhile the MilH#ary Com- 

mandants of the Big Four in Ber- 
lin met today for the first time 
for nearly a year. 

The French - Commandant, 
General Ganeval, said after a 
mecting, lasting three and a halt

perts to attend,” an official British 
statement said.—Reuter. 


Progress 
In Malaya 
Reported 


London, June 3. 

The Coloniat Secretary, Mr. 
Arthur Creech Jones, told fhe 
House fof Commons today that 
security forces had made extra- 
ordinary progress in the last 
few monhs in stamping -out 
Communist terrorism in Malaya. 

No estimate could be given 
now of how tong the rebels 
would. carry on terrorist acts but 
he hoped that It would not be 
protracted. ‘a 

Mr. Creech Jones, replying to 
a question by Mr.  W 
Wyatt, Labour member recently 
back from Maloya, soid that the 
British Government had tried 
since the war to give more and 
more administrative ond finan- 
clol responsibility to colonial 
territories themselves. 

Mr, Wyatt complained that not 
enough was belng done by Gov- 
ernment oMclals in Malaya to en- 
courage the formation of a strong 
trade union movement and to get 
non-Europeans into the civil ser- 
vice, even if it meant that 
efiiciency suffered for a time. 

-"I believe that in Malaya we 
have a great opportunity to build 
up trust, confidence and friend- 
ship and keep the country.in the

U.S. REDS 
GAOLED 
BY JUDGE 


New York, June 3. 

Judge Harold Medina today 
sentenced three defendants at 
the Communist conspiracy trial 
to gaol for contempt of court 
and touched off the wildest up- 
ronr in the five-month-old 
hearing. 7 

His usually placid countenance 
angry and determined, Mr. 
Justice Medina obviously. was 
prepared to gaol every one of the 
11 defendants and probably would 
have done so had not the Com- 
munist general secretary Eugene 
Dennis, hastily quelled his collea— 


The disturbance was such that 
Federal guards and marshals on 
duty three floors above at the 
Alger Hiss perjury trial were 
ordered to the court room where 
the Communist trial was in ses- 
sion. : 

The guards formed a solid linc 
around the defendant, but it was. 
only upon the command of Den- 
nis that the demonstrators sub- 


sided. - 

The shouting and orm-flinging 
started when ° Medinn sentenced 
John Gates. editor of the Com- 
muntst newspaper Dally Worker, 
to 80 days in gaol for refusing to 
answer questions, 

The defendants Henry Winston 
and Gus Hall received gaol sen- 
tericeg for the duration of the 
trial and forfeiture of $10,000 
bail each for outshouting other 
protestors in the uproar which 
followed. 


Handcuffed 


The three mon were hand- 
cuffed and taken off to gaol 
aftor the seasion. They wilt 
be brought to court for all sea- 
sions but will spend the reat of 
the time In gaol. - 

Winston Is the Michigan State 
Communist chairman and Halt 
the Ohlo State chairman, Both 
are members of the Communist 
Party’s. powerful National Board. 

Mr. Medina. also threatened the

Union leaders and strikers had haggled for hours 
today to try to avert tho strike, but leaders of 
the union, who pleaded all day at a York con- 
forence of the locomotive drivers and firemon,, 
roturnod to London with glum faces. 


The strikers [nsisted that they 
would stage their third successive 
week-end strike if, the schedules 
which require then to sleep 
away from home on certnin 
nights were not withdrawn by to- 
marrow. 

At @ second meeting in London, 
members of the Railway Execu~ 
tive and union officials discussed 
a claim submitted on behalf .of 
460,000 railwaymen for an all- 
round 10 shillings’ a weelc wage 
rise. 

Three thousand rallwaymen at 
freight yards in London = and 
Northern England have begun » 
go-slow movement this week to 
press this demand. They had re- 
fused union appeals to resume 
normal working until they knew 
the result of today’s mecting. 

Wage Rates 
After the meeting, a formal 

statement disclosed that the 
Railway Executive had offered: 
wage rates for the lower paid 
men and had expressed Its 
willingness to improve othar 
conditions: of service. The 
unions asked for an adjourn- 
ment unti! next Thursday to 
consider these offers, 

While the meeting was in pro- 
gress 450 railwaymen, at freight 
yards at Liverpool Street. Lon- 
don, decided te abandon thelr go- 
‘slaw tactics. 

The Minister of Labour, Mr. 
George Isaacs, warned trade 
untonists today. that they could

When Mr. Medina sentenced 
Gates; Winston, Halt and other 
defendants jumped to their feet 
to shout protests. 

Winston roared: “Thousands of 
negroes have been lynched. Gov- 
ernment action in this case Is a 
monstrosity of justice.” 

Mr. Medina replied by sending 
Winston to gaol. 

Another voice shouted, “There 
ig more Inw dispensed in a kan~ 
garco court.”

Canada {s a country whore 
initiative is. welcomed and ¢n- 
terprise rewarded. Ite is a 
country on the move. There: is 
a sense of vigout and vitality 
abroud and: resolute’ con~ 
fidence in an pened to .over- 
come any odds, human or na~ 
tural. f certainly found this 
stimulating enough.in Winnipes 
at 20 degrees below zero. 


Tho Canadians are a fine peo- 
ple, and they are courtequa and 
friendly. But they fre not al- 
together hnppy about their trade 
with Britain, nor, for that mut- 
‘ter, are We about our trade with 
Canada. So we had better look 
at these things ond talk them 
over as friends. . : 


First of oll, we should admit 
that there has been some‘ mis- 
understanding In the past. Mr. 
Morrison, when he was in Canu- 
du in 1946, urged Canadians to 
press on with food exports in the 
spirit of a battle against famine. 


Now this was taken in Canada 
to mean that the more (00d 
Canada could produce, the more 
we would Import, and subsequent 
Canadian oMetal pronouncemente 
were made In this sense. 


Unhappily, It . hasn't worked 
out that way. Perhaps there was 
no sufficiently clear grasp enrly 
enough of the Imitations which 
our dollar shortage must impose. 


However that may be, Cann-~ 
dians have been disappointed that 
we have not been able to take 
their salmon or {Neir fruit or 
their lumber In the quantities 
available, Maybe we can still 
buy some feedihg stufls for the 
pigs we ought to have. 


This dollar problem is.n teaa-|_ 


tng question between’ us, and 
there is still too wide a gap In 
economic thinking between Bri- 
{aln and Canada. Even while 
accepting our inescapable need 
to conserve dollars, Canadians 
have not really liked somo of our 
bilnteral arrangements with other 
countries, “ 


This ts natural enough, for 
Canadians would, of course, pre~ 
fer to see tho earliest ‘possible 
return to the old triangular pat- 
tern of trade on which the eco- 
nomy of Canada has been based 
for so long. 50, presumably, 
would we. But how Is to be 
done? There's the rub. 


Last Century 


In the 19th century, when Bri- 
tain was the greatest exporting 
nation in the world, we did not 
nlways take payment at once in 
imports for our purchases. We 
invested our surplus on the spot 
‘eame about that we 
built up large investments in 
many lands and in every con- 
tinent. 


If the dollar countries were 
willing and able in these days 
to follow a similar course and 
invest in the sterling area, this 
might prove of real help to the 
problem of the balance of pay- 
ments. : :

Selling To U.S. 


Canada has been able to sell 
to the United States some of tne 
products which she would have 
sold to us, but ‘there are others 
for which she has no murket ex- 
cept in Britain. 


On any wide view this Is not 
a satisfactory stzute of affairs, 
because Canada's trade is based 
on two principal markets, "tte 


United States and Great Britain,’ 


and it is not her Interest that 
sither of the two should fall to 
play its full part. t 


_The unavoidable currency 

limitatlon upon our trade with 
Canada. places a special respdénsi- 
billty upon us in Britain. - We 
must not make bilateral pacts 
with other nations which result 
In selling to them goods which 
Canada might have bought from 
us. . 


When I was in Cunada early in 
the New Year, our agreements 
beth with Poland and with the 
Soviet Union came ‘in for some 
criticism under this head.

What have we learned since, 
the war ‘ended four years ago? 

Our first, and correct, instinct 
in lo put peuce In inverted com- 
mas, for what wo have, all this 
while after the nominal end of 
the war, beara no resemblance to 
the ordinary conception of the 
term, 

There Is no difference between 
the foreign policies of Hitler and 
Stalin, and practically none be- 
tween their internal methods, 
Nazi Germany ‘was, and Commu- 
nist Russia Is, a police-State, bent 
on world domination and the 
annihilation of freedom, 


Fearful Danger 


StullIn has taken over Hitler's 
umbitions, but on an even vaster 
seale; ond because the Western 
Allies were long blind cnough to 
practice appeasement on o great- 
er scale than at Munich Stalin 
hos been able to expund Com- 
munist power to an extent never 
attained by hls German predeces- 
sor, 

The Communist conquest of 
China involves a fearful danger 
for civilisation, and the Western 
democracies have not yet begun 
to measure its consequences, 

In a word, for the past foun 
years Communism has been win- 
ning because Democracy hos not 
Reon stern enough in combating 

It Js true thot the Western Al- 
Mes have won a temporary victory 
In Germany; but no wise man 
will be deceived by Stalin's tem-

No 
true agreement was ever possi- 
ble with Hitler, because he was 
always bent on grabbing more, 
and looked on any accommoda- 
tton, such as that of Munich, as a 
stage on the road to conquest. 

Simitarly, hls former ally and 
accomplice, Stalin, jn Mfting the 
blockade of Berlin, hus followed 
the old device: “Recoll to jump 
better." 


Catch In It 


The Politburo thought that they 
had first Berlin, and then all Ger- 
many, “in the bag.” 

In spite of our cronkers the air- 
lift beat them, and our counter- 
blockade hit them so hard that 
their tmaginary asset turned into 
a heavy debit.

It is two years ago since Australia said “Come on in” 
to British migrants and launched their schomo 
to attract an eventual population of 20,000,- 


000, 
By the beginning of May 


1947 292 British trades- 


men arrived in Australia as the first immigrants — 
to travel under the free and assisted passage 
agreement between the Federal Government 


and Britain. 

Thousands more Britons who 
rushed to respond to the In- 
vitation found that Australia 
House regretted, but there were 
simply no ships to spare. 

Second birthday report on the 
migration scheme, recelved from 
Australla, shows tremendous 
improvement in transport facili~ 
tles. During last month 25,000 
new settlers reached Australia: 
14,000 came from Britain, — the 
remainder were D.P.s from 
Europe. 


Seven Vessels . 


Throughout 1947 only seven 
ships carrying migrants reached 
Australia from England, and the 
total number brought out under 
the offlclat schemes totalled Just 
under 5,000. 

‘Today nearly 60 ships carry 
new British settlers “Down 
Under," and cight of these are 
exclusively engaged on the 
migrant “run.” Three more ships 
are scheduled to Join the re- 
gular Australlan run before the 
ent of this ‘year. 

Sailing lists alrendy drawn up 
for this year show that the ¢ex- 
pected arrivals from Britain 
under the oMfclal scheme = arc 
about 44,000. Thousands more 
will make their own way by sca 
and alr, paying thelr own pas- 
snges. 

New settlers are now arriving 
in Australia at the rate of about 
90,000 a year and the Federal 
Gavernment cxpects to welcome 
140,000 during the present year. 
At the present rate her popula- 
tion should top 8,000,000 by the 
end of 1945. 

How's the rush going? Aus- 
tralia reports that the settlers 
are belng ecastly absorbed; that 
she cin take many thousands 
more new citizens than Britain js 
likely to supply for some years 
to come, i 

So she {s opening the door 
wider to the right type of DPs, 
who are admitted on restrictlve 
conditions which do not apply lo 
British migrants. f 

They miust agree to accept em- 
ployment at any work that can 
be found for them for up to two 
years. But the end of July about 
48,000 DPs will be working 
“Down Under." 


‘More-The-Merrier’ 


As the most thinly populated 
country in the world, Australla 
continues to plug a “More-the- 
merrier" migration campaign. 

Until recently about 7,560,000 
people have lived in an areu of 
nearly 3,000,000 square miles, an 
average of nbout two people to 
the square mile. 

It Is estimated that 20,000,000 
people could live in comfort on 
the 600,000 square miles of tem- 
perate country Which excludes the 
desert wastes of tho central ter- 
ritory and the tropical areas in 
the North of the continent. 

What progress report on the 
new settlers? Australia says that 
the British migrants are nomin- 
ated by relatives, friends, or 
thelr future employers, and that 
most of them have little dificuity 
in settling down. 


Few Failures 


Percentage of failures Js sufi- 
ciently small to discount, Hun- 
dreds are finding work in the 
scores of new manufacturing in- 
dustrics, which now employ 
844,000 pcople. 

“Good neighbour” committees 
in all parts of the continent help 
the migrant to feel his fect.. Free 
English lessons are provided for 
the DPs, They have thelr own 
monthly pauper, and are encour- 
aged to take out naturalisation 
papers and become Australian 
citizens, dat 


Migrants are of all ages and 
occupniions, but the majority are 
men and women in the middle 
twentics. Announcement of every 
new Industrinl project brings a 
flood of Applications, and many 
hope to find work on the great 
new hydro-electric schemes for 
the tapping of Australia’s alpinc 
power. 

Australian officials admit that 
some returning Englishmen have 
complained of the lukewarm re- 
ception. They say that these are 
isolated complaints; that the ma- 
Jority of migrants are happy in 
their new home and in their 
work. 

“We give the 
anyone who wants to _ settle 
and work.” says an Australian 
emigration oficial. “Lhere's a lot 
of work fo be done and there's no 
room for idlers or grumblers,” 


WILL THE NEW 
SAHIBS LAST ?

Ten minutes’ ride in a rick- 
shaw from the Black Hole of 
Calcutta is one of the most 
famous streets of the world. 

Here is Chowringhec — the 
strect where grecn bush-jacket- 
ed Jungle*bashers of General Bill 
Slim's famous Fourteenth “For- 
gotten” Army spent precious 
leave hours from the Burma war, 
the street that became the nick- 
name for a medal—the Chow- 
ringhee Star—the ribbon of the 
Burma campaign. 

Here a host of mischicvous In- 
dian bazaar urchins tooted a 
semi-Oriental penny whistle ver- 
sion of “Deep in the Henrt of 
Texas" to wide-eyed Yankees on 
lenve from one of the toughest 
outfits In) the war—"Mcrrill’s 
Marauders”, . 

Here, In the fabulous days of 
British merchant adventuring, 
runaway cabin boys made for- 
tunes. 

Today the big business houses 
of Calcutta and the proud shops 
along Chowringhee are largely 
sold to Indian proprietors. But 
they sland wliness to past British 
Imperial enterprise. 

Recently I went back..to Cal- 
cutta. I had not been there since 
the days of the Burma war. As 
T jingled over the cobbles In my 
dilapidated rickshaw, the puller 
clodged dangerously in and out 
among honking new American 
cars. I searched those cars for 
xn European face. I searched in 
vain. 

The Indian merchants are the 
snhibs today in Mr. Nehru’s bud- 
ding. republic. Plump, _ oily, 
suave, and full of black market 
rice, they are the power In India 
today. They gre big business. 
They have bought out many of 
the long-established British firms. 

I felt rather a poor Common- 
wealth relation picking my way 
in a rickshaw through filthy plies 
Uttering roads _and pavements 
which were formerly kept ren- 
sonnbly clean by British-oMfcered 
police, 


Lessons To Learn 


And I thought of-the lessons 
that the new India, the free India, 
must learn, if she is to emerge 
as a fully-responsible nation and 
u stable force in the midst of 
Asiatic turmoil : 

Everywhere there ore signs of 
crumbling — Insidious crumbling 
that could so casily carry India 
backward to the unclvillsed days 
that existed before the coming of 
Clive. . 

If? the filth Is not cleaned up, 
diseases will follow with the wild- 
fire of Eastern plague.

THEY LEARN 
BEST WHEN 


Says WALTER HAYES 


. in hundreds of schools all 
over Britain the teachers are 
deliberately keeping the child- 
ren in the dark. 

They have discovered. that 
with‘a darkened classroom and 
u film projector they can teach 
the most difficult subjects and 
make them stick in the child 
niind,. 2 

And as every week goes by 
more and more schools are sct- 
ting up their own cinemas so 
that children can learn the new 
way—by seeing. And — sccing, 
they know, is remembcring. 

At the end of the war there 
were about 1,000 school  pro- 
jectors in use in this country. 
Educational films have been made 
in Britain since 1933, but they 
took a long thre to invade the 
efassroom. In’ three years time, 
hewever, the Minis.cy of Educa- 
tion hope to have sound flim 
pre cctors In 15,000 schools—halt 
of all the schools in the country. 
In. ten years’ time the school 
without its own “clnema” will bo 
a rarity. 

One of the finest films ever 
made in this country is a short, 
ninc-minute masterpiece called 
“Latitude and Longitude,” which 
won a specinl award at the Inst’ 
Brussels World Film Festival. 

One of the British Film 
Academy's awards for last year 
went to a film called “Atomic 
Physics” — designed to explain 
atomic energy. to sixth form 
pupils, It has been translated 
Into 54 languages and shown to 
students all over the world. 

In London = Mr. Donald 
Mackenzie, a quiet-spoken former 
schoolteacher who is now the 
head of the Education Diviston 
of Gaumont British Instructlonal 
Films, explained .the theory. 

“We can never replace the 
teacher,” he sald, “Nor do we 
try to. We never make a film 
if a teacher or a textbook enn do 
the job for us. But there are 
some things that you have to see 
to understand. - F : 

“How can you ‘explain the 
reasons for the change of season 
—or for day and night—with any’ 
other device except the film? 

“Then films are particularly 
valuable for some of the slower 
pupils who cannot absorb book 
learning but are good visuallsers.” 

Working with Mr. Mackenzie 
fare a team of experienced educa- 
ttonists—leachers first and fim 
makers second—which includes

The brushing Is as 
ersentinl as the shampooing, for, 
after, washing, the brush stimu- 
lates the scalp and draws the

ONE TON| Decrease. 


Manila, June 4. - 

Copra is losing some of its 
sovereignty os queen of Phillp- 
pine exports. 

Government experts and private 
deolers estimated that copra ex~ 
ports for 1949 will not excecd 
700,000 metric tons, This Includes 
a carryover of 160,000 tons from 
last year. 

This is a sizeable drop from 
1947, when the Philippines’ most 
valuable crop hit an export peal 
of 1,016,000 metric tons..That was 
at a time when world needs 
for fats and olls seemed insatl- 
able. 

In that one year, however, the 
Philippines great stand of 50,000,- 
000 coconut trecs went a long 
way to make up the shortage. 

In 1948, exports fell off to 
041,862 tons, The United States 
market now js glutted,. with com- 
petition from cotton seed, soya 
beans and tallow. 

Europe still needs copra, but 
Jacks dollors to buy it unless 
specifically alded by the Marshall 
Plan, as France has been, 


The drop in both demand 
and prices on the Amerioan 
market Is a factor in the do- 
aline of ‘copra production, but 
does not fully explain it. 


A recent survey in the copra- 
producing region shows that ty- 
phoon damage of more than a 
year ago fs still affecting the 
crop. Also, desiccated coconut 
production—the process of dehy- 
drating the meat Into snowy 
shreds—now has first call on 
fresh nuts. Desiccating factories 


| pay a slight premium for nuts. 


Their mounting production reach- 
ed 96,000 tons in 1948—almost 
double pre-war years. 

‘A third factor is the leaf miner. 
The Bureau of Plant Industry 
lacks suMiclent funds to meet the 
menace of this destructive in- 
insect and “!n some scctlons 
where roving bands of guerillas 
make it unsafe to investigate, the 
leaf miner is unchecked.—Asso- 
elated Press.
